STATUTES of the Colledge of PHYSICIANS. . 


Chap. 11. Of the Candidates. We will and ordain , That each 
Candidate and Licentiate , before they be admitted , viſit all the 
Fellows of the Colledge twice, to ask leave, to wit, the firſt time 
before any Examination , the ſecond, when the Examinations are 
ended. | 

Chap. 15. Of Licentiates, Secing by no means (nrleſs by Exa- 
mination) it can be manifeſt to us, how every one is qualified, to be 
admitted to the PraFice of Phyſick, according to' the Laws of the 
Kingdom; We appoint and ordain , That none be admitted to the 
Pra#ice of Phyſick withir the City, Suburbs , and ſeaen miles round 
about, unleſs he has been firſt examined thrice (on ſo many days ap- 
pointed for that purpoſe”) by the Prefident and Cenſors, and by them 
approved and permitted to the Praifice of Phyſick. 

For we think it juſt, That the Cenſors and Fellows ſhould admit 
to the PraFice of Phyſick all examined perſons, as mnny as they ſhall 
find qualified , as well for Learning as Manners , leſt our Colledge © 
ſhould be accuſed of a Monopoly 3, yet ſo- that they obey the Statutes 
of the Colledge. |
